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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1. Claims 1-21 are currently under examination, wherein no claim has been 
amended in applicants amendment filed on July 5, 2007. 

Status of Previous Rejections 

2. The previous rejections of claims 1-6, 8-18, 20 and 21 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Schulze (US 4,561,947) and the previous rejections of claims 7 
and 19 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schulze ('947) as stated in 
the Office action dated August 30, 2007 are maintained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-6, 8-18, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Schulze ('947) as stated in the Office action dated August 30, 2007. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 7 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schulze ('947) as stated in the Office action dated August 30, 2007. 

Response to Arguments 

5. The applicant's arguments filed on November 14, 2007 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that neither thiourea, nor its oxidized form, most likely 
formamidine disulfide is oxygen-containing, as opposed to the oxidant used in the 
instant invention. The instant claim 1 comprises the element of treating the ore with an 
oxygen-containing oxidant. This element is not taught or suggested in Schulze C947). 
In response, the examiner notes that Schulze ('947) discloses treating the ore with 
oxygen-containing oxidants such as ferric salts , chlorine, peroxides, nitrates and 
chlorates in the presence of a solvent and a reduction agent (col. 2, lines 1-7 and 44- 
64), which inherently meet the claim limitations of the instant claim 1. Schulze ('947) 
further discloses the use of thiourea is preferred since, by means of its action, noble 
metals are brought into solution especially quickly in the form of complexes (col. 2 lines 
8-10), which, however, has not been relied upon to establish the ground(s) of the 
rejection.
